If  asked  what  subject  occupied  the  minds  of  the 
average  florist  most  at  this  time,  the  answer  would  be 
“The  Narcissus.’’  If  you  are  interested  in  Bulb  grow- 
ing, come  to  Centralia.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
Federal  Horticulture  Board  has  placed  a quarantine 
against  Narcissus  Bulbs,  to  take  effect  January  1, 
1926.  This  fact  makes  it  of  major  importance  to 
know  that  the  Dutch  Narcissus  can  be  successfully 
grown  in  the  Grey  Silt  Soil  around  Centralia.  The 
annual  importation  of  Narcissus  Bulbs  has  for  the 
past  few  years  reached  from  seventy  to  one  hundred 
millions. 

Centralia  will  likely  become  the  Narcissus  center. 

FORCING 

That  these  Centralia  grown  Narcissi  will  force 
equally  as  well  as  the  Holland-grown  bulbs  has  been 
demonstrated  by  a score  of  florists.
